engaged in activities directly ri^ated to espUmage, emtoter- 
intelligence. sabotage, or aubveirsion. 

Therefor© , in the course of its operations , ai»i particularly 
from its Uaisens with foreign bnel%ence and security services , 
CIA can aeejair# inforroation psrtinibt to your ourposes . In 
general, however, such iasCormation is likely to ccaicem move- 
ments of gold and the activities of pefwcnuillties. including 
Americans, in su^ort ot clandestine activities of the Slno -Soviet 
Bloc . 
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It ha* been our practice to make tilie kiad of iadtormaticm 
appropriately avaiialile to other members of the U.S. 
ligeace community, la zieepostee to your request, 1 am aleo 
directir^ that all em:h iaformaticm be sest promptly a^ 
specifically to tl»e £>epartmeht of the Treasury, la a<Mitlo&,
